APPENDIX. 


T HE Bill to permit Perſons hy le the 
Fewiſo Religion to be Naturalized by Par- 
liament, is become an Affair of Importance, as 
the Maxims broached upon this Occaſion affect 
not only Foreigners, but Natives, and even the 
private Rights of Mankind. — The whole Tenor 
of the Act, that has ſo alarmed the unthinking 
Part of the People, is to ſettle a Method, where- 
by any Foreign Few, who ſhall reſide here three 
Years, and can prove his Utility to this Coun- 
try, may, if the Legiſlature think proper, enjoy 
the ſame Liberties and Immunities as thoſe Jews 
born here now enjoy; and if not a proper Ob- 


Jet, may, and will no Doubt, be rejeted.— 


Theſe Kingdoms have received the Fews at all 
Times, excepting when the moſt violent Perſe- 
cutions were exerciſed againſt thoſe that in the 
leaſt diſſented from Bigotry and Popery.— One 


of the great Glories of the Chriſtian Faith, is to 


convert others to their Belief; no juſt Means are 


left untried to forward this pious Work. Miſ- 


fionaries are ſent all round the Globe to perfect 
it ; nay, Princes of the barbarous Nations have 
been brought here and converted. Will it then 
be contrary to Faith to bring Fews here in ſuch 
Manner, and on ſuch Terms, as that they can- 
not hurt the State, in order to attempt their Con- 


verſion ?—Thoſe are hardeſt to be drawn over 


to Chriſtianity, who give no Credit to any Re- 
velation at all. The Jews da all believe in a di- 
vine 


＋ 
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vine Revelation, therefore, are much nearer 
Chriſtianity than ſuch Unbelievers.— The Goſ- 

pel even Apologizes for their not believing the 

Cbriſtian Revelation, and aſſures us that they ſhall 
believe, and be all faved, recoimmending that 
Taſk to our Mercy and Care. The primitive 
Chriſtians, by ſuch a Deportment to'rds them, 
truly converted (ſays the famous De Witt) an in- 

credible Number of both Pagans and Jews, the 

firſt three Hundred. Years after its Plantation. 

Me have changed our Conduct to'rds them: Can 

we boaſt of equal Succeſs ?—The Jeꝛus never at- 

tempttomakeConverts among us. They acknow- 
ledge that the Proteſtants have a right Notion of 
the Deity and moral Virtues; therefore are Ob- 
jects of Salvation: To what End would it ſerve to 
convert, as they think none bound to their Cere- 
monies for Salvation but themſelves ?!——Shall 

God's Puniſhments extend only to the fourth 

Generation of them that hate him, i. e. even when 

aggravated by continued Miſconduct? And ſhall 

Man extend his Vengeance to the hundredth 

Generation? A Vengeance that rather obdurates 
than ſoftens their Hearts ? Beſides, the Anceſ- 
tors of many of the Zews never were in the ſecond 
Temple, nor ſaw Chriſt; nay, even many who 

were in Jeruſalem believed his Doctrines; others 
condemned the Inhumanity of the reſt, though 
they did not embrace the Chriſtian Faith. The 

Church, in a political Light, conſiders all as 
Adverſaries that differ from That particular Form,, 

which is eſtabliſhed by Law. And in this Light, 

all Papiſts, chriſtian Diſſenters, Jews or others, 
are conſidered as fuch.; yet, being inſeparably 
connected with the State, ſhe always has preſent, ' 
the Utility ſhe may draw from all. Kind of Per:

They all expect the Mas Ap- 
pearance in the Hoh-Land; nay, the Evange- 
liſts (from the Jeteiſb Scribes) mention Berblebem 
in Juden for the Place.— The whole Number of 
the Jews at preſent in England, are about eight 
Thoufand, which is not one thouſandth Part of 
the Inhabitants; ſure theſe cannot be the Objects 
of our Fears! No, *tis they that are to come. 
But can they come without Leave of Partiament, 
by private Acts? How watchful then ſhould 
we be over Papiſts, as they are formidable by 
their Numbers (ſome ſay above ſeventy Thou- 
fand within the Bills of Mortality) and kin more | 
fo by the potent Princes, who ſupport their In- 
tereſts? Theſe have ſometimes, by their Princi- 
ples, been troubleſome to the State, and there- 
ore particular Laws to reſtrain them are necef-. 


 fary.—There is ro dangerous Repugnancy be-

Church.—Perſecution on a religious Topick, and 
not unmixed with ſome, jacobitical Spirit, may 
bring Danger to the preſent Syſtem of Govern- 
ment; for, were it once admitted, that it is pro- 
per for the Publick 10. examine People's. private 
Rights en account of their Religion, none can an- 
ſwer where that would end.—The firſt Petition 
of the Bill, That it would encourage Perſons of 
Wealth ang.

encouraging the Exportation of the Woollen and. other 
Manufactures of this Kingdom; of -wwhich the Per. 
ſans. who profeſs the, Fewiſh Religion, have, for 
many 2 laſt paſt, experted great Quantilies.— 
This was ſigned by above two Hundred People, 
wei Per ons bg the greateſt. Fortunes, Judg-

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ments and Abilities, in the trading "Fs of the | 


| Nation; competent Judges of all that paſt, and 


no otherwiſe biaſſed, than as concerned for the 
national Good. So that according to the Peti- 
tions for the Bill, ſigned by many Millions of 
Property, and not one Few among them, it is 


thought to be for the general Benefit of Trade, 


and founded upon the cleareſt and ſtrongeſt 
Reaſons: The increaſing the national Stock,

Fourthly, Becauſe whatever Perſon brings 
Wealth into a Kingdom, muſt neceſſarily ſpend 
ſome Proportion in his Family, and whatſoever 
is ſo ſpent, augments our Conſumption in all 


Branches, and therein more particularly benefits 


the Tradeſman, and Shopkeepers of all Kinds, 
and the lower Clafs of People. 

But what need we to appeal to Reaſoning, 
when Experience, the ſureſt Guide, will prove 
the Thing.—Look back to the State of Trade 
and Traders for fifty Years paſt. Our Exports. 
are increaſed; the Number of our Ships, Traders

by our having more moveable Effects, and = 


ger perſonal Eſtates than ever.—As the Bill, 


fore us cannot be detrimental to the Trade of the 
the City in particular, i. e. to its internal rade, 
or Circulation within itſelf, in Diſtinction from 
the foreign domeſtick Trade that circulates thro- 
the whole.— The chief Branches of its internal 
Trade, are the Trade of the Shopkeeper, Arti- 
ficer, and Mechanic. But which Way can they 
be poſſibly. injured by People of Subſtance com- 
ing to dwell amongſt them?

*T was at this Time, our Credit was ſinking; | 
continual Run on the Bank had ſo drained ou 
Specie, that many apprehended they. would top 
Payment: The Jews were particularly induſtri- 
ous in importing Specie; all which they imme- 


diately and zealouſly brought to the Bank, and 

thereby contributed greatly to che Eſtabliſhment 

of its Credit, not only by the Sums they brought 

in, but by raiſing the Spirits of the People, who, 

5 . ſuch Treaſure conveyed to the Bank.

Stop was put to the Continued Demand made on 
it: twas then that our Enemies, taking the Ad- 
vantage of the publick Fears, oublickſy expoſed 
to Sale Bank Notes at a Diſcount ; nay, preſſed 


the Sale of them ſo much, that, had not an im- 
mediate Remedy been applied, we had been un- 


done. This engaged about twelve of our emi- 
nent Merchants (among whom were two Jews) 


immediately to begin a Subſcription, obliging 


themſelves to take Bank Notes in Payment at 


Par. This glorious Reſolution ſaved our ſink- 
ing Credit, and once more foiled our Enemies 


Attemprs. The Jews, to a Man, figned this glo- 


nous Aſſociation; how many, who pretend to 
Chriſtianity, acted otherwiſe, it is a Shame to 
mention. But this Aſſociation was ſo ftrong, 


as to reſtore Bank Notes to their full Credit and :

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War, Yet it was neceſſary to fill the Roya! Cof- 
fers, A Subſcription was opened in the City, to 

borrow Money on the Land-Tax. It was a vi- 
ſible Diſadvantage in Point of Intereſt, to every 
Subſcriber; yet here the Jews diſtinguiſhed them- 
ſelves; as one Quarter of the Money immedi- 
ately raiſed on this Occaſion was theirs.
